Prof. Scott Points Out Weakness 
Of Canada's Constitution to IRC 



As first point on the agenda of 
the first regular meeting of the 
IRC, Andre Forget introduced 
Prof. Cohen and Prof. Watkins as 
the new honorary President and 
Vice-President respectively. Prof. 
Scott theh addressed the meeting 
on "The Constitutional Changes re- 
sulting from Canada's International 
Relations." 

He started out by tracing the 
ever growing role of Canada in 
world affairs; the first trade 
treaties that made Canada real 
Dominion out of a colony, between 
1871 and the first World War. Then, 
the speaker continbcd. we witness 
increased responsibility by Canada 
through her membership in the 
League of Nations which gave her a 
great impetus in participation in 
\yorld Affairs. Finally there arisci 
a new concept of "Dominion" in 
1026 when it was stated that "Dom- 
inions a,re in no way subordinate 
one to the other." Canada, one year 
later, sent her first minister lo 
Washington. 

During 'this war, a new right by 
the Dominion is asserted by Can- 
ada in a separate declaration of 
war. Canada at the same time had 
by now acquired a full treaty-mak- 
ing power. 

"All these changes in Canada's 



status of a legislative power were 
done without any amendments to 
the BNA Act", stated the speaker. 
In relation to this, he then upheld 
that the term "Dominion" has be- 
come ' obsolete. Canada could ac- 
tually make treaties, but as in the 
case of the three adopted ILO con- 
ventions, the federal government 
would have to change the actual 
law of the country in order to 
implement them, ilowcvcr. the fed- 
eral Parliament, has no right to do 
it, while the Provinces who have 
the right, will not do it.' 

In order, to clarify that point. 
Prof. Scott pointed out that while 
Ottawa can implement treaties con- 
cerning federal subject matters, i.e. 
the International Bank, the Mon- 
etary Finid. it cannot implement 
lliose concerning social legislation. 
Thus we are faced with the situa- 
tion in wliich Canada may assume 
international obligations but can 
by no means guarantee their execu- 
tion. 

The speaker concluded by saying 
that this aspect of the new Cana- 
dian international position is the 
only hindcrance to and therefore 
the only handicap on the freedom 
of action of Canada's representa- 
tives abroad; a situation that should 
be remedied. '

Dr. F. C. James 

Principal F. Cyril James has an- 
nounced that the Board of Gover- 
nors of McGlil University had 
promoted Dr. Edward S. Mills from 
associate Professor to Professor of 
Medicine. Kenneth Frederic Byrd 
has also been appointed in succes- 
sion to the late Prof. R. R. Thomp- 
son as professor of accounting, and 
will' join the staff as soon as he 
can arrive from South Africa, thiis 
becoming a full-time member of 
the S.hool Commonc. Dr. C. H. 
Stockwcll was appointed to as.-oci- 
ate profe>sor in Geological Science.'! 
at McGill on October 18, 1947. He 
will do both graduate and under- 
graduate 'work for this session. At 
the same time, two new higher de- 
gress have been instituted at Mc- 
Gill, It WHS announced by Dr. 
James. One will lead In the Mas- 
ter's degre in social work, the 
other, lo the Master's degree in 
Architecture. 

Dr. E. S. Mills obtained his B.A. 
(Science) at' McGill in 1919 and 
his M.D.C.M. in 1922, in 1926 he 
was awarded the Master's degree 
in Science. He proceeded for 
graduate study at Boston City Hos- 
pital, and since then'has held many 
appointments at the Montreal Gen- 
eral Hospital of which he is chair- 
man of the Department of Medi- 
cine. He is also Consultant in 
Haematology at the Children's 
Memorial Hospijal. He was pro- 
moted from assistant professor to 
associate professor at McGill in 
1944. 

SOUTH AFRICAN 

Mr. Byrd obtained his B.A. and 
his M.A. from the University of 
London. He then went on to the 
B.Ss. (Econ.) He c6me to McGill 
from Natal University College, 
Rurhan, South Africa', where he 
held many appointments in the 
Unlversfty and the community. 

Dr. Stockwell graduated from 
U,B.C. in Geological Engineering, 
and later got his Ph.D. at the 
University of Wisconsin. He is a 
member, of the Geological Survey 
of Canada, from which he has 
temporarily been released lo fill 
the position at McGill left vacant 
by . the resignation of Dr. F. F. 
Osburne. The Survey is providing 
McGill with a petrographer (pelro-

RedpatliSliows 
Exliibition Of 
Antlu'opology 

A thoroughly labelled anthro- 
pology exhibit has been prepared 
as one of a teaching scries pre- 
sented annually by the Redpath 
Museum for university depart- 
ments. These. representative relics 
of the three major stone age periods 
had been in storage for some time 
as there appeared to be a lack of 
interest on the part of the students 
for this subject. Now, however, the 
new course in anthropology under 
Profe.'snr Kelly has awakened en- 
thusiasm and curiosity so the au- 
thorities of the museum thought it 
appropriate \o display lhis.;cra(t- 
manship of primitive man. 

In the upper Paliolithic group of 
the collection are various kinds of 
bone necklaces and scrapers demon- 
strating the skill and tools of pre- 
historic man. These were discovered 
principally in Jerusalem but a few 
are from France. Small cresentic 
knives found in Shubka cave, jlidea, 
portray the general character of 
the McsoUtic age. 

There is a card in the showcase 
giving a brief, but adequate de- 
scription of the improvements , in 
the carving of implements., from 
rock which developed in the Neo- 
lithic age. Presented also are sev- 
eral polished stone tools to indi- 
cate the advances made from 
Paliolithic times. Another card 
traces the development of the lake 
dwellings in Switzerland right 
down to the formation of Venice,

Ajax Is 
Scene of 
ISS Meet 

McGill Wm Allciid; 
Indian Official 
Tells. Aims

"The International Student Ser- 
vice is, at this time, the only link 
between the students of univer- 
sities throughout the world," stat- 
ed Dr. Malcolm Adiseshiah, assist- 
ant general secretary of Inlcma- 
tipnal Student Service and World 
Student Relief, in an address to a 
group of students in the Union 
Music room, last evening. 

(Dr. Adisesniah pointed out that 
McGill is the only Canadian uni- 
versity where an ISS committee 
has not been set up. He expressed 

his desire that this situation would 
soon be remedied and that McGill 
suidcnts will roiitribulc material 
aid to their more unfortunate 
fellow students in Europe and 
Asia.) 

Alex Morris and Ann Ryan have 
been delegated b^ NFCUS lo attend 
the ISS conference which gets un- 
der way .in the AJax division of 
the University of Toronto today. 11 
is said they will bring back lo the 
McGill campus student authorities 
a detailed report on the activities 
and aims of ISS. 

Dr. Adiseshiah. a native of India, 
has for seventeen years devoted 
himself to the world student move- 
ment. In the capacity of assistant 
general secretary of the I.S.S.. he 
has travelled throughout the world, 
investigating the conditions in the 
universities, drawing up reports, 
and setting up I.S.S. committees, as 
well as bringing aid lo student.^-. 
Considered to be an expert on the 
needs of universities and students 
in South-Ea.'ît Asia, he has also 
studied the problems in European 
countries. including Roumania, 
Yugoslavia, Hungary, Bulgaria and 
.\ustria. 

In his speech last night. Dr. Ad- 
i.'-cshiah presented an outline of his 
tour through Europe and A.Ma. In 
which he described the plight of 
the university .audents there. The 
war, he slated, has had a crushing 
effect on both continents. Every- 
where universities have ceased 
functioning because of the lack of 
texts and other essentials. In In- 
donesia and Indo-China. the stu- 
dents are up in arms against the 
French and Dutch, who have taken 
over the tinivcr.^itic.-; and installed 
their own professors. Added to 
the situation in the university it- 
self, i.s the general low slaiulaid of 
living which the Asian.s arc wont 
to connect with Western influence 
and domination of their continent. 
Throughout the Eastern hemi- 
sphere there is a serious absence 
. (Continued on Page 4)

Dollar Scheme 



' The Dollar Crisis and Canada's 
Trade Policy" "was under discus- 
sion yesterday noon at the Marx- 
ist study group in the New Room 
of the Union. The speaker, Mr. E. 
Jarmaisc. of the L.P.P.. pointed out 
that such crises had existed before 
tlio wai-. and that the emb.irgo sys- 
tem had been employcti to protect 
home industries, and maintain 
stability of the dollar reserve. He 
went on to stale that the present 
Canadian policy will'turn Canada 
into a U.S. agricultural colory 
rather than an independent nation. 

Mr. Jarmaise observed that the 
rorrnt Geneva Pact which abolishes 
British prrfcrcnlial trade will make 
it impos.«iblp for Canada to solve 
its dollar crisi.s. An independent 
pcnnpiny for Canada was the only 
allrrnntivc, he noted, and trade 
wilh the new Eastern Europe de- 
mocracy and the Soviet Union 
should he sought. Long range trade 
agreements with thc.sc countries, 
backed by Canadian loans, should 
be made, and these actions would 
help Canada out of the present 
dollar crisis.

The Canadian Committee of the ISS is 
holding a national confercnco within the week 
and it is expected that plans will be formulated 
there for a student relief campaign. This nation- 
wide drive for funds to enable educational 
materials and money to be sent overseas will 
call on students everj-^frhere, regardless of pol- 
itical views, religion and racial background, 
lo contribute towards student relief.— T.E.B.

J. M. Synge— Playwrite 



A couple of erudite chsraciers In 
James Joyce's tJlysses arc discuss- 
ing Shakespeare. Suddenly one of 
their companions pipes up: "Shske- 
épeare? Sure, and you must mean 
the fellow that writes like Synge." 
TIte name of John Millington 
Synge was an honoured one in the 
bublin of these days, and among 
readers and playgoers it is se to 
this day. Then, however, he was 
associated not only with literary 
excellence, but with the movement 
towards nationalism In Irish culture 
ind letters. 

If a summing up Is ever made, 
Synge will undoubtedly rank as 
one ot the greatest of Irish men of 
letters, and as a freshening and 
revitalizing force in world drama. 
He started writing at a time whan 
the .English drama was in a pretty 
sad' state. The Restoration comedy 
had passed on into the comedy of 
manners of Sheridan and Gold- 
smith; Wilde had taken on the 
mantle and Shaw was about to set 
forth. The language of the theatre 
had acquired a fine polish, char-

of epigrams, and wit was con- 
sidered the most desirable of a 
ATiter's qualities. True, there were 
Barrié and Pinero, but Barrie't was 
a personal, unrealistic sort «f 
whimsey, and Mncro had à rather 
heavy hand. 

It remained for synge to give the 
English drama what it had been 
lacking since Elizabethan days: 
dramatic poetry. In their urge for 
political independence thè Irish re- 
pudiated all the culture of their 
sister islé and looked within their 
own people fôr a new literature. 
In the Aran islands Synge found 
what he was looking for; a people 
whose everyday speech was rich in 
poetry. These were poor, primi- 
tive fishermen; their lives were 
hard, and who were keenly cons- 
cious ot Nature about them,, the 
wind, the surf," the sky. They were 
half religious, half superstitious, 
.Mill living partly in the animistic 
spirit world of the pAf\. And about 
these people. Synje spun many 
tales. 

'Theie is the one about the Play- 
boy of the Western world, a story 



of a timid young lad who arrives 
in a rather naive community with 
a story of having murdered his 
fathei-. and is regarded as a hero 
by Ihe wondering multitude. There 
is the Shadow of the Glen which 
we saw at McGill last year; about 
a farmer who had a. bad wife. 

The play, Itiders To The Sea 
which the Shoestring Theatre is 
presenting Monday is- aiiout thè 
same people, but painted in darker 
colors than is most of Synge's 
other plays. It is about a family on 
one of the western Isles whose men 
have all been lost at sea. Their 
women are at last brought to ac- 
cept the faet that it Is the way of 
a ya|ung man to be going down to 
the sea. and all we can ask ot this 
life Is a atropk coffin and a deep 
grave. 

Synge's technique is simple, A 
man's illusioi; arc funny and beau- 
tiful, and hls^Hsillu.iioninent is sad 
and beautiful. His example Inspired 
a number of other Irish writers lo 
excellent work, and his influence is 
belni felt to an even greater extent 
in our ewrt day, with thé current 
Interest in the folk drama.

GINETTE NEVEU 

The performance at the Ladies' 
Morning Musical Club by Ginette 
Neveu was of the highest calibre. 
The artist exhibited throughout a 
sure, confident technique, a full, 
rich tone, and a keen conception 
of the works she played. 

The programme opened with the 
Tartini Variations on a Theme by 
Corelti. The music povidcd an 
adequate opening. In the more 
demanding La Folia by Codelli 
there was great playing. Especially 
fine was the nice sustained qualitiy 
of the tone— never once was it 
lured into the paths of sentiment- 
ality — so common a fault with 
many concert violinists. 

The Bach Chnconnc tor violin 
alone was next on the programme. 
This work has been popularized by 
the transcriptions that have been 
made of the work. The strength of 
Miss Neveu's performance soon 
obliterated all thought or memory 
of these arrangements. A truly 
excellent performance. 

The Beethoven Sonata Op. ,10, No. 
,1. In G major got an iineven start 
but soon attained a generally high 
standard. The second movement 
was especially fine. In the sonata 
the pi.Tiio Hod violin were nicely 
balanced and Ihe mu.^ic sounded 
very well after the unaccompanied 
Bach. Jean Neveu was Ihe pianist. 

In Ihe final part nf her concert 
Mile. Neveu maintained the high 
degree of quality which she had 
produced in the first section. The 
artist did not yield to the usual 
temptation of t>ecoming a show- 
man. 

This final group nf .'elections, 
which was given a sicerc and live- 
ly tréatment. included the Mora 
Staccato. Paganinl's 24th Caprice 
and Ravel's Tzigane.— N.S. 



Report MacDonald 
Memorial Exhibition 

The Dominion Cillery. 144B St. 
Catherine street W., Is currently 
holding a Memorial Exhibition of 
the life works of J. E. H. MacDon- 
ald. The exhibition is reprcnsenta- 
tive of the artist's value as a na- 
tional painter, covering, as it does 
his development from 1910 — to the 
time' of itis death. 

The artist had a sincere iove of 
nature and was at his best when 
painting the rugged northern 
scîne. His 'Mount Shafcr', Northern 
Home', etc. are typical examples. 

His work Is essentially narrative; 
at the same time he tries to capl' 
ure the strength of the forest. He 

docs not always succeed, since 
his work, by over-simplifying be- 
comes forced and impotent at 
times, and lacks depth, ('A Sandy 
Beach. Lake Ontario'). 

In his later work there is a dull 
tone.— there is that tired look, like 
an old man who has come to a 
door and cannot open it. He has 
reached a stalemate, "Riere is an 
element of unsureness ... 

His early work showed more 
real daring, and considerably more 
promise (The Snow Cloud-1012) 
than his more sensational— very- 
peudo — Van G. 'The Tangled Gar- 
den', for which he is famous; but 
that showed very little originality, 
He unfortunately could never com- 
bine strength with feeling, and so 
in hli later.work he was little more 
than immediately striking, — an 
illustrator. ,

Wartime London was not a lea- 
sant place lo live in with short- 
ages in most of the essentials of 
life, bombs and bomb-ruins. Added 
to this were thousands nf .Allied 
Troops alt bent on 'doing' the town 
and the result was practically cha- 
otic. To this England's playwrights 
made a sincere attempt to bring 
some laughter and a farcical type 
ot comedy was the result, with its 
only purpo.^e to bring sniiles and 
still more smiles. Terence Ratllgan 
had three of these plays running' in 
London's West End at one time 
with "While the Sun Shines" en- 
Joying a run of over 1,000 - per- 
formances.' 

"While the Sun Shines' "is the 
story of the young and wealthy 
Earl of Harpenden who on the eve 
of his marriage puts up a young 
American Lieutenant with whom 
he had been on a 'binge' the night 
before. In the spirit of comrsde- 
shlp Harpenden dales up the 
.American with a former girl friend. 
Complications sel in when the 
Lieutenant mistakes the Earl's 
fiancee for his date and the two 
fall in love before he discovers his 
error. With a Frenç,h Officer and 
a impecunious slightly stupid old 
peer thrown in, a very amusing 
boi.stcrojis type of comedy emerges. 
The only moral of the play being... 
never introduce your girl friend to 
an American Soldier ... a fact 
most veterana had to learn the hard 
way. 

This type of play if not properly 
handled, can ea.sily degenerate into 
a burlesque, but under the able 
direction ot Miss Rofanna Seaborn, 
the MRT scores another success 
with a highly polished and fast 
moving performance. 

Most memorable is the sterling 
performance of Mary Douglas who 
treated the part of Lady Elizabeth 
Randall as though it were written 
for her. Also remarkable is Doug- 
las Sanderson as the fiery roman- 
tic little French Officer and Dave 
Hutchinson distinguishes himself 
in turning in a very real Duke of 
Ayr. Nor should we fail to men- 
tion the very e/fective performance 
of John Drexler as the Earl of 
Harpenden, or our own Betty Sin- 
clair who very ably handled the 
part of the flirtatinus Mable Crum. 
Complete with the usually excellent 
costumes and settings the Mont- 
real Repertory Theatre offers us 
once again a very enjoyable eve- 
ninif.

Metal Skis 

Something new in- the line of ski.s 
lias made its appearance in Mont- 
real with Kcatings Marine Hard- 
ware in Pt. St. Charles manufac- 
turing and selling metal skis. The 
running surface is mtide from a 
billet of duralumin one ' quar- 
ter inch thick and a piece of ash 
rivettcd on top gives the ski its 



camber. The great advantage of 
the method of construction Is that 
the timbre of Ihc ski can be 
changed by altering the shape, of 
the wood piece. 

The aluminum running surface 
requires no malntainance and will 
keep a sharp edge. 'It is difficult 
to scratch and almost impossible 
to break, but its major disadvan- 
tage is that it won't hold the pres- 
ent types of ski wax. Even If bare 
aluminum proves faster than wax- 
ed wood, the skier will always be 
faced with the problem of getting 
up the hills. Steps in the skis have 
been tried, but they are dangerous 
as it is easy to cut your leg on the 
corners In a severe fall. 

Our guess if that these skis will 
prove faster and better under some 
conditions, clog snow for instance, 
but that it will take a lot of expert- 
mentlnfi and modifying before they 
are generally accepted.

In rcadinc the article of comrade 
Lionel Albert 1 felt that some cor- 
rection ouRht to be brniiEht to his 
altentinn concerning his sti<<emrntK 
about loyalty of a communist t'l hir 
party. 

For the case of Csbrici Perl who 
preferred to be tortured than be- 
tray the French Resistance ini vc- 
mcnt, this is only one example, ll 
takes more than that to prove a 
belief. I suggest to Mr. Albert to 
read, 'if he has a fair knowledge of 
French, "Le Sacrifice du Matin" 
which depicts in simple but force- 
ful words the work of thé French 
Resistance throughout the nazi oc- 
cupation. However, the book makes 
very little mention of the small 
part played by the communists in 
the Resistance. 

We also come across Maurice 
Thorez, the bis trouble mak«r in 
France ' at the moment who also 
played a very Insipid part in the 
French Resistance. In reading this 
book, one. can realize that there 
were no communists in France dur- 
ing the war but Frenchmen who 
risked their lives in participating 
to the Underground. 

A more striking fad of the 
trouble making attitude of the 
communists is rep'ortied in the 
article in Life magazine OcL 27 
eiitiUed "Au(umn in Paris". Tt;e in- 
cident began when barng^dCjaugar 
were sailing through thV^iîals of 
France for the French occupation 
zone in Germany. They were stop- 
ped at Verdun by the people who 
had been incited by communist de- 
puty for the Meuse, Andre Sacard 
with these words:' "Verdun will 
hold! If the sugar leaves the town 
it will be over my dead body." - 

When the sugar was removed by 
force a few people threw them- 
selves in the road, as Andre Sa- 
vard had urged them to do, but 
Andre Savard himself was not 
there. Thi.s is the typical bravery 
deployed by communists'.
